Munich and has little chance to regain it, she is being threatened by Russia, 
and now has to worry about Austria. Russia also suffered although she stands 
to gain from Germany's misfortune. She will be able to retake Rumania , but 
will probably lose Sevestapol to Turkey, Stance, Italy and Austria seem to 
be jockeying for position in order to set up Fall moves, Turkey seems to have 
made the most gains this move* More commentary with the next ish.
